I beg  to  present  the  ANNUAL  REPORT  for  1937, 

GENERAL  STATISTICS . 

1,  The  estimated  population  for  1937  is  2,051. 

The  district  is  chiefly  agricultural,  extending  over  19,884  acres. 
The  number  of  houses  Is  554. 

The  number  of  families  or  separate  occupiers  Is  554.  This  gives 
an  average  of  3.7  persons  per  house. 

The  rateable  value  Is  £9,723,  which  sum,  represented  by  a penny 
rate.  Is  £37.  1C.  3.

This  gives  the  birth-rate  of  12.67  per  1,000.  The  previous  year 

there  were  the  same  number  of  births,  the  average  for  England  and 

Wales  for  1936  being  14.9  per  1,000.

average  for  England  and  Wales  being  12 c4  per  1,000. 

One  Inquest  was  held  in  the  district. 

There  were  no  cases  of  women  dying  in  or  in  consequence  of  childbirth. 
There  was  one  death  of  infant  under  one  year  of  age,  giving  an 
Infant  Mortality  rate  of  38 04  per  1,000  births. 

There  was  no  deaths  from  Measles,  Whooping  Cough  or  Diarrhoea 
under  2 years  of  age.

PREVALENCE  of  and  CONTROL  over  INFECTIOUS  and  OTHER  DISEASES. 
Fortunately  there  was  a great  reduction  in  the  number  of  Infectious 
diseases 9 the  only  death  recorded  being  a case  of  Pneumonia;  in 
the  previous  year  there  were  22  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  and  10  cases 
of  Diphtheria  notified. 

Disinfectants  were  liberally  supplied  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector 
and  houses  promptly  disinfected. 

There  were  no  cases  of  Encephalitis  Lethargica  nor  of  Opthalmia 
Neonatorum. 

Influenza  was  not  very  prominent  and  the  cases  we re  of  a 
comparatively  mild  type  with  few  exceptions.

HOUSING  ACT  (OVERCROWDING) . 

10  overcrowded  families  have  been  relieved  by  enlargement  of  premises 
or  by  Interchange  of  houses  since  the  survey  of  overcrowding  took  place. 
Other  cases  will  be  met  in  due  course  - as  occasion  arises. 

Leaflets  re  assistance  to  owners  offered  by  the  County  Council  under 
the  Housing  (Rural  Workers)  Act  have  been  distributed  to  all  owners  of 
cottage  property. 

Land  for  the  building  of  the  10  new  houses  at  Barton  by  the  Council 
for  the  relief  of  overcrowding*  and  Tenders  for  the  erection  of  same 
have  been  obtained,  and  building  operations  will  be  proceeded  with 
w i t hou t delay. 
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CARAVAN  DWELLINGS . 


There  are  still  2 Caravan  Dwellings  in  Barton.  Inspection  of  these 
is  made  periodically. 

SLAUGHTER  HOUSES. 

There  are  2 Slaughter  Houses  at  Barton  and  2 private  slaughter  houses, 
1 at  Cliff e and  1 at  Halnahy.  These  have  been  inspected  at  intervals 
and  cleansing  and  whitewashing  have  been  duly  carried  out. 

5 Slaughtermen's  Licences  have  been  issued  by  the  Council. 

SCAVENGING . 

Croft  is  the  only  village  where  the  scavenging  order  is  in  force. 

It  has  been  efficiently  carried  out.  In  the  other  villages s 
Barton 9 Manfield,  Cleasby,,  Stapleton , Dalton-on-Tees , Eryholme,, 

Girsby,  Newton  Morrell  and  Cliff e,  the  scavenging  is  done  privately 
and  Is  fairly  well  attended  to. 

PETROL  & CARBIDE  LICENCES. 

7 Licences  for  the  Storing  of  Petrol  were  Issued  by  the  Council  and 

one  Licence  to  store  Carbide  of  Calcium.  Licences  are  issued 

annually  - January  1st.

order . 

2 Earth  Closets  at  Brooks ide  Cottages,  Barton  (Council  Houses)  have  been 
converted  into  Water  Closets. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

5 cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  occurred  and  2 cases  of  Diphtheria. 
Disinfectants  were  distributed  and  rooms  fumigated. 

Disinfectants  have  been  distributed  regularly  In  the  District. 

WATER  SUPPLIES. 

The  village  Pumps  at  Manfield,  Barton,  Cleasby,  Dalton,  Eryholme  and 
Stapleton,  have  been  kept  in  working  order  and  no  serious  shortage  of 
water  has  been  experienced. 

Water  from  the  Barton  Limestone  Co's  Main  has  been  laid  on  to  the 
Council's  Houses  (2)  at  Brooks ide.  Barton;  also  to  one  new  Bungalow  at 
Barton,  and 

The  Tees  Valley  Co's  Main  to  one  new  Bungalow  at  Croft  and  to  Rose  Hill 
Farm,  DInsdale . 

New  supplies  from  deep  wells  have  been  provided  to  High  House  Farm, 
Cleasby.  Also  to  Howden  Hill  Farm,  Manfield. 

BYRES  - MILK  and  DAIRIES. 

Have  inspected  byres  and  taken  samples  of  milk  with  regard  to  cleanlin- 
ess. There  is  continued  improvement  in  cleanliness  in  the  handling  of 
the  milk,  owing  to  greater  care  being  exercised,  and  improved  Water 
supplies  for  cooling  the  milk  and  the  cleansing  of  utensils. 

Have  had  no  recent  complaint  from  any  of  the  Dairies  supplied  by  the 
producers,  or  from  the  Sanitary  Authorities  where  milk  is  delivered. 

New  floors  and  fitting  have  been  installed  In  two  byres. 

The  whitewashing  of  the  Byres  has  been  regularly  carried  out. 

ELECTRIC  LIGHT. 

Advantage  has  been  taken  of  The  Electric  Light  in  the  villages  and  where 
new  houses  have  been  built,  connections  have  been  made.  Also  to 
several  re-conditioned  houses. 
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It  would  be  a decided  advantage  to  outlying  farms  and  houses  if  the 
Electric  Company  could  carry  Electricity  to  them  at  a reasonable  cost. 
The  same  applies  to  the  linking  up  by  telephone  of  those  houses. 


FACTORIES  AND  WORKSHOPS. 

There  are  3 Blacksmiths'  shops  and  4 Joiners’  shops  in  the  district.
